HIS HONOUR the Lieutenant-Governor, by 
Order in Council No. 2699, approved November 
30th, 1954, has been pleased to order that the 
regulations governing the enlistment of Provincial 
Government employees, approved by Order in 
Council No. 2223, approved October 5th, 1950, 
providing regulations relative to the enlistment of 
Provincial Government employees in the Canadian 
Army Special Force, and by Order in Council No. 
2857, approved December 20th, 1950, extending 
the privileges granted under the aforementioned 
regulations to include Provincial Government em- 
ployees enlisting in the Active Armed Forces of 
Canada, be revised by rescinding said Orders in 
Council, and substituting therefor the following 
regulations :— ; 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING LEAVE TO PROVINCIAL 
GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES FOR ENLISTMENT 
IN HER MAJESTY’S FORCES. 


1. In these regulations:— 
(a) “Regular Forces” means any component 
of the Canadian Forces consisting of officers 
and men enrolled for continuing full-time 
service: 


“ Special Forces” means the Royal Cana- 
dian Navy Special Force, the Canadian 
Army Special Force, and the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force Special Force, as constituted 
from time to time by the Minister of Na- 
tional Defence: 


(c) “ Reserve Forces ” means the components of 
the Canadian Forces that are referred to in 
the “ National Defence Act ” as the Reserve 
Forces. 


2. All permanent employees and all other em- 
ployees holding positions which can be considered 
of a permanent nature may be treated as being on 
leave of absence without pay from their respective 
civil positions for the period during which they are 
enlisted or enrolled for service: — 

a) In the Special Forces; or

(c) In the Special Forces, and subsequently

thereto in the Regular Forces; or 

With the Regular Forces when called out 
for full-time continuous duty therewith from 
the Reserve Forces: 











Provided, however, that the period of service in any 
of the forces shall not exceed three years. 

3. The benefits of this Order shall not be ex- 
tended to:— : 

(a) Any person who is not honourably dis- 

charged from the forces; or 

(b) Any person who fails within six months of 
the date of his discharge to return to the 
duties of his position or to make applica- 
tion for appointment to a position, unless 
his failure to return is due to the fact that 
he has been discharged to the Department 
of Veterans’ Affairs and is still undergoing 
treatment. In such cases, leave of absence 
shall be considered as not terminating until 
six months after discharge from that De- 
partment. 

4. The rights and privileges granted by these 
regulations are conditional upon each employee 
forwarding his application for leave of absence for 
the purpose of enlistment through the head of the 
department concerned.

PRIVATE BILLS 


100. (1) All applications to the Legislative 
Assembly for Private Bills of any nature what- 
soever shall require the publication of a notice 
clearly and distinctly specifying the nature and 
object of the application, and when the applica- 
tion refers to any proposed work, indicating suffi- 
ciently the location of the work, to be signed by 
or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in The 
British Columbia Gazette and once a week in one 
leading daily newspaper freely circulating in all 
parts of the Province. The notice in such news- 
paper to appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a nature 
that it may particularly affect one or more elec- 
toral districts, the notice shall furthermore be 
published once a week if possible in some news- 
paper in every electoral district affected, or if 
there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper published in the electoral district 
nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall in all 
cases be continued for a period of four weeks 
during the interval of time between the close of 
the next preceding Session and the consideration 
of the petition. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill shall be
